psychology, 
their desires and their reactions. 


In o ther words. It is a question of 
morale. And In additio n to the funda­ 
mental social, recreatio nal and educa­ 
tional needs of all fighting men, the 
Jew s In the service of the co untry have 
particular requirem ents which the war 
departm ent a t once recognizes and ap­ 
proves .as necessary to the m ainte­ 
nance and 
re-enforcement o f their 
spirit, their morale. 
The Jewish W elfare bo ard is there­ 
fo re of very great • Importance in Its 
co-operation with the o ther welfare 
agencies named.

When the first cold weather of the 
season con ies there Is a temptation to 
close the poultry houses quite tightly 
In the belief that the fowls con fin ed in 
(hem n eed that protection from the in ­ 
creasin g cold . It is true that the fowls 
must bo protected , hut if they receive 
so much protection that fresh air Is 
kept out of the house they will suffer 
more from breathin g had air than they 
would from a little lower temperature. 
The air in a'th in ly closed build in g 
soon becomes lad en vita impurities 
from the breath of the fowls an d from 
the filth that accumulates. To breathe 
this air over an d over again is to take 
back in to tho system man y of the im­ 
purities that the system is tryin g to 
t.Vow off. 
As the oxygen of the air 
becomes exhausted it can give less an d 
less heatin g elemen ts to the bod y of 
the fowl an d grad ually the fowl’s pow­ 
er of resistan ce to cold is red uced . 
Un less there is sufficien t ven tilation 
to keep the air reason ably pure the 
house becomes d amp an d in time 
n . i.-lur<> collects on the walls, which 
In cold weather turn s to frost. These 
are some of tin * reason s why sufficien t 
ven tilation should b*' provid ed at all 
times an d why the hen houses should 
n ot be closed tightly at the approach 
of cold weather. 
Drafts, however, 
must n ot be allowed to blow on the 
fowls, particularly when they are on 
the roosts at n ighL

Mid way , a tiny scrap of u n Island in 
the Pacific, is one of Uncle Sam's 
most cherished p ossessions. 
It is one 
of the most v alu able bits of sand and 
rock in the world . 
The little island , 
a relay station for the Pacific cable, 
is a link in the chain bind ing Asia to 
the western world , the Philip p ines to 
the United States. 
A message sent 
to Pek in or Manila from San Fran­ 
cisco mu st pass throu gh Mid way be­ 
fore it reaches its d estination. 
The 
island listens to the gossip of two 
continents. 
Once the most d esolate ami forsak en 
atoll in the two oceans, Mid way tod ay 
p romises to riv al Hawaii as the p ara­ 
d ise of the Pacific, a p arad ise created 
by man. 
A tiny p arad ise, to be su re, 
bu t the island has nev er been able 
to boast of a p op u lation of more than 
forty at one time, and nearly half of 
them were only v isiting. 
A su p erin­ 
tend ent with the imp osing title of 
Gu ard ian of the Island , his family , 
a d octor with a v ery small p ractice, 
an engineer or two and the serv ants 
are the sole inhabitants. 
The Island tod ay is a triu mp h of 
engineering sk ill. 
It was necessary 
that the stations of the cable be u nd et 
the American flag. 
The second link 
in the chain cou ld only be Mid way , so 
the nameless, p ear-shap ed 
heap 
ol 
sand in the Pacific was transformed 
into a blooming bit of land with flow­ 
ers, v egetables and ev en d iminu tiv e 
trees. The American flag was raised 
ov er the gov ernment hou se, an Amer­ 
ican colony was transp lanted to the 
new island and Mid way step p ed into 
p rominence at once. 
Mid way is Ju st half way arou nd the 
world from Lond on, almost d irectly 
ov er the 180th merid ian. 
When it is 
mid night in England , the noon su n is 
shining on the smallest single bit ol 
American soil iu the world . 


Trenches Not So Bad I 
, ITe was a small boy , abou t six y ear?, 
old , and lik e most y ou ngsters of his 
age, was more or less op p osed to hav ­ 
ing his face washed any oftener than 
was necessary .

Safety Belts. 
On the q u estion of snfety belts Dr, 
Graeme And erson giv es it as his opin­ 
ion that before leav ing the grou nd all 
av iators shou ld see that their safety 
belts are fastened and shou ld be fa­ 
miliar with the method of their q u ick 
release; the belt shou ld nev er be u n­ 
d one In the air. 
In 17 crashes on tractor machines 
with 17 Inju red the belt held on sev en 
occasions mid gav e way on ten, of the 
4 2 crashes in which the p ilot escap ed 
the belt held In 28 Instances and gav e 
way in 14 . 
Dr. Graeme And erson ad v ocates the 
wearing of safety helmets by all p u pils, 
bu t emp hasizes that they shou ld bo 
well fitting and not bo easily d islod ged 
from the head while fly ing. 


Fly ing Ex p erience. 
Lieu t. Col. G. Y. S. Qu ack enbu sh, 
command ing officer at Kelly field , la­ 
bored for y ears to cu re himself of 
p u lling his d riv es in golf. 
He sp ent 
hou rs in p ractice; he hired p rofession­ 
al instru ctors; he tried ev ery thing bu t 
hy p notism. 
One d ay in the cou rse of 
a fly ing lesson he ru bbed a blister on 
the mid d le finger of his right hand , 
that afternoon on the link s he had to 
change his grip, and now he cou ld 
hard ly p p ll if he wanted to.—New 
York World .
